Dear Mr. Grower: 


It is our desire to meet with you at the earliest possible 
date for the purpose of executing and concluding a collective 
bargaining agreement covering the wages, hours, and all other 
working conditions of your employees, 

Our wage demands are as follows: 

1) $1.40 per hour minimum, plus 25¢ per box. 

2) On gondola: a) first picking, $12.00 per gondola; 

b) second picking, $16.00 per gondola; and c) third 
picking, $22.00 per gondola, 

We are certain that you know that our Association has pledged 
its fullest cooperation to the AF L-CIO's Agricultural Workers 
Organizing Committee. Through our Joint Strike Committee we 
have mobilized an all-out effort to assist the agricultural workers 
in the grape industry to attain improved working conditions. The 
FWA stands firm in its fight for contracts guaranteeing the rights 
of agricultural employees, 

We do not wish to imperil the crops of any grower, for the 
workers would not benefit if this year's grape harvest came to 
an absolute stop and the fruit stayed on the vines, Furthermore, 
the representatives and workers and membership of the FWA in 
no way condone any action which endangers the safety of any man, 

It is crucial that we sit down immediately and negotiate a 
contractual agreement suitable to all parties concerned,
